BELLEVILLE OFFICIALS INSULT 
THE AMERICAN FLAG. 


UNIQUE STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


Mayor and Chief of Police Openly in 
League With Hoodlums and 
Anarchists. 


The Salvation Army situation in Belle- 


ville has reached that stage where it is 


a month ago, when the demonstrations 
began again and resulted in the American 
flag being once more torn down and some 
of the soldiers being disgracefully misused. 

This time, however, the rioting has con- 
tinued for a longer time than before, and 
there is apparently no end in sight until 
interference from outside authorities forces 
the men responsible for the trouble to do 
their duty. 

The responsibility for the present state of 


affairs rests solely with the municipal gov- | 


ernment. 

Belleville is a peculiar place. A great 
many-of its people are beer drinkers. They 
keep their saloons open on Sunday with- 
out interference. Public opinion sanctions 
this. 

This makes the saloon following very 
large. The Salvation Army has preached 
against the saloons at least in an indirect 
way and the knights of the beer vats have 
taken up the cudgel in resentment. This,

whether their presence in that city should 
be encouraged. 

It has gone beyond this. There has been 
forced into it a far more serious phase, 
gtriking in its own small way at the funda- 
mental principles of the American Govern- 
ment. 

Above all the rioting on the public square 
of this pretty little town, above the annoy- 
ance to private citizens and injustice to 
the Army; above any other issue which the 
presence of these unique soldiers of the 
cross present, there rises the question as 
to whether in an American city, governed 
under the laws and constitution of the 
United States, the rights of free speech 
and religious liberty guaranteed by that 
constitution shall prevail, or whether a 
mob, backed by municipal administration 
cringing for votes shall ride over them 

rough-shod. 


The men who have taken up the battle for 
this persecuted organization have not done 
s0 because they believe in its methods, nor 
because they desire the presence of the 
army in their midst, but because of the 
great principles at stake and the dangers 
consequent upon thejr throttling. 

There is no longer at Issue the question of 

the Salvation Army’s rights, but the rights 
of all American citizens regardless of creed 
or color. 

This is why the situation In Belleville is 
more serious than it was. That element in 
the community which believes in the en- 
forcement of the law without fear or favor 
and in the protection of citizens regardless 
of their station in life or of their religious 
belief, is slowly rising to a determination 
to stand by their guns regardless of cost. 

Pressure from outside sources is being 
brought to bear upon the authorities, men 
from neighboring towns have become roused 
and gone to Belleville to look into the situa- 
tion, and It ig intimated that within a few 
days the authorities of the State will inter- 
fere in behalf of the unprotected. 


Belleville is a peculiar town. 

It contains about 18,000 people, the major- 
tity of whom ere Germans, and their chil- 
dren. The old American stock has been 
overwhelmed by the Teutons, who are in 
absolute control of the city government. 

The people under ordinary circumstances 
are plain and orderly. They work hard, 
pave their money and are fairly gres- 
sive. They have electric street ca tele- 
phones, vitrified brick pavements and\ ll of 
the appurtenances ofa modern city. | 

The public square is the center of the 
town. There all the street cars cross or 
come to the end of their runs. The Court- 
house flanks one sidé, and saloons ang stores 
the others. In the evenings all e town 
goes to the square and walks up and 
Gown or stands around and talks about it- 
self. 

There it is that the boys meet the girls and 
fix up their Sunday dates. It is there that 
the politicians meet and discuss the affairs 
of the nation. The Court-house steps are 
especially adapted for meeting purposes, 
being wide and high, flanked on each side 
by huge blocks of stone which rise four or 
five feet higher than the steps. 

All kinds of saloons are handy and one 
tan get any kind of drink by simply step- 
ping off the square into one of the resorts. 

In the saloons can be found the Mayor, 
the Chief of Police or any of the Council- 
men. They meet there as they would at any 
other social club. 

The town has no parks and for years it 
has been the custom for all to go to the 
square between work time and bed time. 

It is here that all the riots have taken 
place. The Salvation Army barracks are 
on South Church street, just off the square, 
and, as in other cities, they march to the 
open places where the crowds are to hold 
thelr services. 

The Salvation Army first went to Belle- 
ville about a year ago. 

At first it was in charge of Capt. Mack- 
ty. He had a wife and one lieutenant, a 
woman. The captain was a mild-mannered 
Man, an @x-minister of the gospel, and for 
& little while he was allowed to live in 
peace. The whole army comprised but 
himself, his wife and the one Meutenant. 

But by and by it began to grow a little 
and then the trouble came. Meetings were 
broken up by hoodlums in plain view of 
the police with only a half-hearted effort 
on their part to stop it. 

Matters ran along this way until last 
April, the trouble breaking out intermit- 
tently. By this time Mackey had been 
transf to another city and his place 
taken by Anderson, a young Swede. 

Anderson's presence seemed to inflame 
the rising spirit of opposition which had 
been growing with the army.

The executive head of the Belleville city 
government is naturally the Mayor. The 
gentleman who now occupies this office is 
Fritz Sunkel. 

Mr. Sunkel runs the town. What he 
says goes. The Chief of Police is appointed 
by him, and is afraid ‘to arrest a stray 
cow until he gets orders from the Mayor. 

The Mayor is violently opposed to the 
Salvation Army. He admits it, or rather 
he brags of it. He has boasted openly to 
the newspaper men that he would drive the 


| Salvationists out of town. He did this after 


the April riots, but they are still] there. 

A Post-Dispatch man saw the Mayor in 
his office at Belleville Friday. His honor 
did not look like an intelligent man, but 
perhaps this was because he had not been 
shaved for three days. He speaks English 
with a marked German accent, but man- 
ages to make himself understood pretty 
well 

The reporter informed him that he had 
come to see him about the Salvation Army 
disturbances. 

Mayor Sunkel immediately began to 
choke up around the collar. His face grew 
very red and he spluttered. 

He denounced everything that had ever 
been printed about the Salvation Army in 
any of the St. Louis papers to be malicious- 
ly false. , 

Having thus let off steam, he settled back 
in his chair and resumed his norma) color. 

“Do you mean to say(” said the reporter, 
in surprise, “that the Army soldiers have 


not been abused, their meetings broken up 


trampled upon?” 

“Oh, well,” the Mayor answered, shrug- 
ging his shoulders, ‘‘There may have been a 
little trouble, but it’s all their own fault. 
They are just trying to incite the people 
to abuse them so that they can pose a3 
martyrs and get big advertisements in the 
St. Louis newspapers. They pound their 
drum so loud and make euch a noise that 
the people won't stand it.’’ 

Having thus shifted all the blame on the 
wicked Salvationists the Mayor proceeded 
quite good-naturedly: 

“You see it is this way. The public square 
is the only place for the people to gather. 
They all come there at night, young and 
old, and these people among them. You 
can’t blame the young people if they have a 
little fun pushing and shoving. No one can 
helv that. 

“It is every bit Capt. Anderson's fault. 
What is he, anyway? Only a boy 22 years 
old. What do they want to send such a 
fellow as that here for? He has no discre- 
tion, no sense. ' 

“Last April I sent for him and told him 
that if he made less noise and was more 
decent in his services, that the people would 
let him alone. He mustn't pound the drum 
so hard. He said he would, and for a time 
he was, but then he commenced again and 
the people got angry.”

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 15.—The de.

“Li Hung Chang, while bearing creden- 
tials to Russia,"”’ said Acting Secretary 
Rockhill of the State Department to-day, 
“has none to the United States and will 
therefore be received, hot in a diplomatic 
capacity, but merely as a distinguished Chi- 
naman. I have met him frequently in 
China. He is, of course, a statesman of 
the first rank, otherwise he would not have 
held so long the position he occupies. His 
announced programme is for a week’s visit 
in Washington, though he would hardly 
stay here that long, unless it be-to rest. 
The President and Secretary Olney will 
determine upon the programme to be pur- 
sued, though it is not yet announced,”

Chicago Health Commissioner Wants 
to Know About It. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff yesterday 
received a request from Health Commis- 
sioner William R. Kerr of Chicago, ask- 
ing for data as to fatalities from sun- 
stroke during the heated term in St. Louis. 

The Chicago Commissioner wished to 
know the mean and maximum temperature, 
nutnber of deaths, etc. 

Commissioner Starkloff, in his reply, 
states: The heated term began July 26; 
the total number of deaths was 148 up to 
Aug. 12; the mean temperature was 683.3 
and the maximum was 100, which was 
reached Aug. & The only other year in 
thé city’s history when the fatalities were 
so great from heat was in 1878. The ex- 
cessive hot spell lasted that year from 
July 10 to 2, and the mean temperature 
during the ten days was 87.8 and the 
maximum 98.5, which was reached July 
17.

A GREAT RATE. 


CRITICISM OF BRYAN’S SPEECH. 


Hanna Afraid the House Will Be Dem- 
ocratic and a Silver Bill Passed . 
Regardless of His Tool. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—The goldbug press 
has had a dainty morsel to roll about In 
its capacious jaw the last few days in the 
so-called failure of William J. Bryan. to 
electrify the metropolis with his eloquence. 
The fact that the Democratic candidate had 
rather speak to the millions of his fellow 
citizens through the omnipresent  tele- 
graph than to tickle the ears of a few 
thousands who went to Madison Square 
Garden to be carried aloft on the wings of 
rhetoric, thrilled with climaxes, hypno- 
tized, as it were, has been entirely ignored 


by the enslaved journals of Wall street and 
the Hanna ring. 

The sentiment prevails here among sound 
thinking Democrats that from his view 
point Mr. Bryan did right in reading a 
carefully prepared, lucid and convincing 
address, rather than trust extempore speech 
to the garbled reports of a hostile press 
from which he has already suffered in the 
past. 

Of course it cannot be 
less, that the big meet ng Was a disap- 
pointment to the thousands assembled to 
see and hear the noted orator who came 
from out of the West. A number of politi- 
cal lights here express regret that the silver 
leader did not see his opportunity in another 
light and use his remarkable ars ad captan- 
dum, leaving profound discussion of the 
platform and its principles to his letters of 
acceptance. If the multitude expected to 
be thrilled with brilliant oratory, why not 
fulfill their expectations? If 20,000 persons 
were looking for a display of rhetorical 
pyrotechnics, why not give the show? 

Certainly such a course would have done 
the orator no harm, would, in fact, have 
compelled the entire local press to acknowl- 
edge his eloquence, whereas, now to para- 
phrase an old joke, it ‘scorns the allegations 
and laughs at the alligator.” Friends and 
enemies alike admit that Mr. Bryan has 
lost an opportunity in the notification 
speech. 

On the other hand, the address he deliv- 
ered, at the close of the big meeting from 
the balcony of the Batholdi Hotel, caugnt 
and held the ear of a vast crowd who gath- 
ered around the silver headquarters. The 
contrast between the two speeches was 
marked. Plainly, Mr. Bryan was not at 
home in the garden with his manuscript; 
but on the ba sony he was in his element. 
The studied hostility of the goldbugs and 
their desires to make as much trouble as 
possible for the free silver demonstration, 
was nowhere more apparent than before the 
hotel during the talks of candidates Bryan 
and Sewall.

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HE OPENS THE REPUBLICAN 
CAMPAIGN IN OHIO. 


SQUARELY AGAINST SILVER. 


‘A Plea or McKinley and the Gold 
Standard From the Ex-Secretary 
of the Treasury. 


COLUMBUS, 0O., Aug. 15.—Senator John 
Gherman opened the Republican State cam- 
paign here to-day, speaking in a big tent 
on East Broad street, estimated to hold 


~ 10,000 people. 


At 1:30, after the usual music, Gov. Bush- 
nell, as chairman, formally opened the ex- 
ercises with a short speech, after which 
he introduced Senator John Sherman. The 
Genator was received with great cheering. 
He said: 

Mr. Chairman and Fellow-Citizens: A 
citizen of Ohio has been selected by the Re- 
publican National Convention as their can- 
didate for President of the United States, 
and we are here to ratify and support his 
nomination. We take pride in Wm. Mc- 
Kinley not only for the honor conferred up- 
on Ohio by the convention, but because we 


know. him to be fitted for that great office. 
We know that since his boyhood his life has 
been pure and stainless, that as a soldier in 
the Union army he was brave and loyal, 
that as a member of Congress for many 
years he exhibited the highest mental traits 
and rendered great services to his country, 
and that as Governor of Ohlo he proved his 
capacity to perform difficult executive du- 
ties. And he has the higher claim upon us 
that during all his active life he has been a 
faithful and able Republican, thoroughly in 
sympathy with the principles of the Repub- 
lican party. 

At the coming presidential election there 
will be submitted to your judgment two 
questions, one of which is whether any 
holder ‘of silver bullion may deposit it at 
the mints of the United States and have it 
coined tor his benefit, and without cost to 
him, into silver dollars, each of the weight 
of 412% grains of standard silver, nine- 
tenths fine, and may tender them for any 
debt, public or private. The other quest.on 
is whether in levying duties or taxes on 
imported goods we should only consider the 
revenue required, or whether, while rais- 
ing the needed revenue, we should seek 
also to protect and encourage domestic in- 
dustries. The one is called revenue tariff, 
and the other a protective tariff. 

Both the silver and the tariff are vital 
questions of domestic policy of equal im- 

ortance, but I propose on this occasion 

o confine my remarks peony to what is 
known as the free coinage ilver at the 
ratio of sixteen parts of silver to one of 

ld. This issue is thrust upon us by the 
emocratic party, or rather by the Populist 
branch of the Democratic party. 

Gold and silver coins are recognized by 
all commercial nations of the world as 
the best standard of value, as the measure 
of every article of desire, of every thing 
that is bought or sold. These two metals 
not only measure all other things, but they 
measure each other. Their relative value 
constantly changes. Twenty-three years 
ago 16 ounces of silver were worth more 
than one ounce of gold. Now thirty-one 
ounces of silver can be bought by one 
ounce of gold. This fluctuation of 
value cannot be prevented by law. It is 
caused by the changing demands for and 
the increasing supply of these metals from 
the mines. Both are necessary as money, 
silver to supply the daily wants of life 
and gold to measure the larger transac- 
tions of business, especially in exchange 
with foreign nations. How to maintain 
the parity of the two metals at a fixed 
ratio has been, is, and always will be a 
eg problem, not only in the United 

tates but in the civilized world. 

It was one of the first questions to oc- 

cupy the attention of American statesmen 
after the adoption of the Constitution, and 
is now one of the most pressing, after more 
than 100 years of national growth. In 
1792 silver and gold were made the common 
Standards of value in the United States 
at the ratio of 15 to 1, but this was op °cause 
then the actual market value of fifteen 
ounces of silver was equal to the actual 
market value of one ons.ce of gold. The 
greatest care was taken to ascertain this 
ratio by Thomas Jefferson, then Secretary 
of State, and Alexander Hamilton, then 
Secretary of the Treasury. These two ‘lis- 
tinguished statesmen. who disagreed upon 
‘nearly all other questions, did agree upon 
the then relative values of both metals, 
and that both should he coined into money 
at that ratio. 

At that time neither gold or silver was 
found in any considerat .» quantity in the 
thirteen States then forming the Union. 
The revolutionary war hal been con4ucted 
with paper money, which became worthless, 
and the coins of Spain, England and other 
countmes had been made a legal tender, 
and continued so for many years ifter the 
adoption of the Constitution. 

hen the new American coins were is- 
sued it was found that the abraded and 
worn coins of other countries flled the 
channels of circulation and the new and 
bright dollars of the United States were ex- 
rted. Th's led to the discontinuance in 
by President Jefferson, of the coinage 
of the silver dollar, and after that date 
mone were coined for more than thirty 
years. This order of Jefferson, I suppose, 
would be called by our Populistic friends, 
the “Crime of 1806." 

In the meantime France and other coun- 
tries adopted the ratio of [15% ounces of sil- 
ver as the equivalent of one ounce of gold. 
To avoid these embarrassing changes En- 
gland in 1816 adopted gold asjthe single

invariable standard is its establishment 
in one metal, which metal shall compose 
exclusively the currency for large pay-

We 
mean to make gold the standard coin.” 

This would now be called “‘the crime of 
1853." Silver was practically demonetized 
by this act and the act of 18%. 


It is certain that from 1801, when Mr. 
Jefferson became President, to the close of 
Buchanan’s administration, in 1861, the 
Democratic party was a gold party, opposed 
to silver and all forms of paper money. 

When the Republican party came into 
power, in 1861, by the election of Mr. Lin- 
coln, it had to face a formidable rebellion. 
Gold and silver were alike banished from 
circulation and irredeemable paper money 
of all denominations, from 10 cents to $1,000, 
was substituted in place of coin. When the 
war was over the Republican party sought 
to restore specie payment as soon as prac- 
ticable. In March, 1869, it pledged the faith 
of the nation to payment \in coin or its 
equivalent of al bonds of the United States 
and to redeem the United States notes at the 
earliest practical moment in coin. 

In order to carry out this pledge it became 
~ to revise the various coinage laws 
of the United States. This was bees ed 
and very carefully done by a bill framed in 
the Treasury Department while Mr. Bout- 
well was Secretary. It was thoroughly con- 
sidered by the experts of that department 
and was submitted to all persons in the 
United States who were supposed to be fa- 
miliar with the coinage laws. The Dill, 
containing sixty-seven sections, accom- 
panied by a mass of information that fills a 
volume, was sent to Congress April 25, 1870, 
by Secretary Boutwell, and its paseage 
was strongly recommended by him. This

It has been said that the dropping of the 
silver dollar in the coinage act of 1873 was 
surreptitiously dope.

You cannot find a laboring man any- 
where in the United States who does not 
now understand without an argument that 
if you make a product across the water, 
in some other country, you do not have to 
make it in this country. That if you make 
it over there, there is an increased de- 
mand for labor over there, and that much 
less demand for labor, over here. That is 
what the laboring man has learned. 

The farmer has learned sométhing too.

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GEN. VON. SCHELLENDORF HAS 
BEEN RELIEVED. 


A ROW WITH THE EMPEROR. 


The Kaiser Could Not Agree With the 
General Concerning Military 
Trial Reform. 


BERLIN, Aug. 15.—The official announce- 
ment that Gen. Bronsart Von Schellendorf, 
the Minister for Wr, had been relieved 
from office and tha. he would be suc- 
ceeded by Gen. Von Gossler, startled the 
political world this afternoon. The War 
Minister's difference with the Emperor re- 
garding the long-planned military trial re- 
form has been a topie for discussion for a 
long time past, and it was known that un- 
less. His Majesty acquiesced to Gen. Von 
Schellendorf's view in the matter, which 
was also the view of the Imperial Chan- 
cellor, Prince Hohenlohe, both intended to 
resign. 

But it was thought that the crisis would 
be tided over until after the Czar’s visit to 
Berlin, and it appears that the true rea- 
‘ gon which tnduced the Emperor to abandon 
his projected trip to the Rhine provinces 
was not physical indisposition, but the fact 
that Prince Hohenlohe and Gen. von Schel- 


lendorf had intimated to His Majesty that 
they would resign unless he agreed to the 
military trial reform, to which the Minis- 
ters were publicly pledged, and which, ow- 
ing to the influence of the Emperor's pri- 
vate military cabinet, especially that of Gen.

MRS. ANGELL'S CLAIM 


Report That Jay Gould’s Alleged 
Widow Has Made a Settlement 
of Her Case.

These rumors probably originated in the 
receipt by Register Sohmer of a document 
executed and signed with X ‘“‘Her Mark’”’ by 
Sarah Brown Gould Angell, in which she 
conveys to Amasa J. Parker, Jr., of Albany 
and Margaret E. Cody of Denver, Col., all 
right, title and interest in and to all prop- 
erty of every kind and natutfe of which 
Mrs. Angell is and was seized as her dower 
right in the property of Jay Gould. 

Amasa J. Parker is the Albany lawyer 
who has from the first had charge of Mrs. 
Angéli’s case, and Mrs. Margaret EB. Cody, 
an aunt of Buffalo Bill, is the woman who 
originally unearthed and set In motion the 
alleged claims of Mrs, Sarah Angell as the 
first and legitimate wife of the great finan- 
cier.

Land Commissioner Baker to Be Turn- 
ed Down Because He Wavered 
in the Fight.

AUSTIN, Tex., Aug. 15.—The State Dem- 
ocratic Convention convenes in Fort Worth 
Tuesday, Aug. 18, and from present indi- 
cations it will be a very peaceful affair. 
The present incumbents in the State de- 
partments will all return with one possible 
exception. A new man will probably as- 
sume control of the Land Office Depart- 
ment. The present Commissioner, J. 
Baker, was an avowed goldbug of the 
most rabid species and never flopped until 
the precious opportunity had slipped awuy 
from him. During the revolution of polit- 
ical affairs, when the Wall street gang 
were confident of success, the Land Com- 
missioner affiliated with the crowd against 
protests from his brother officeholders and 
went so far as to try to get the nomina- 
tion for Governor on the goldbug ticket, 
when such a thing looked very plausib.e.

M’KINLEY VOTED FOR IT. 


Were All These Good and Great Men 
Wrong Then in Their Advo- 
cacy of Silver? 


On the 6th day of December, 1877, Hon. 
Stanley Matthews, a Senator from Ohio, 
and afterward a Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, introduced into 
the Senate of the United States the fellow- 
ing preamble and resolution: 

‘“‘Whereas, By the act entitled ‘An act 
to strengthen the public credit,’ approved 
March 18, 1869, it was provided and de- 
clared that the th of the United States 
was thereby solemnly pledged to the pay- 
ment in coin or its equivalent of all the 
interest-bearing obligations of the United 
States, except in cases where the law au- 
thorizing the issue of such obligations had 
expressly provided that the same might be 
paid in lawful money or other currency 
than gold or silver; and 

‘‘Whereas, All the bonds of the United 
States authorized to be issued by the act 
entitled ‘An act to authorize the refun 
of the national debt,’ approved July 1 
1870, by the terms of said act were de- 
clared to be redeemable in coin of the then 
present standard value, bearing interest 
payable semi-annually in such bn nd 

“Whereas, All bonds of the United States 
authorized to be issued er the act en- 
titled ‘An act to provide for the resumption 
of specie payment,’ approved January 
1875, are required to be of the description o 
bonds of the United States descri in the 
said act of Congress approved July 14, 1870, 
entitled, ‘An act to authorize the refunding 
of the national debt;’ and 


*“‘Whereas, At the date of the pa of 


‘said act of Congress last aforesaid, to-wit 


the 14th of July, 1870, the coin of the Unite 
States of standard value of that date in- 
cluded silver dollars of the weight of 
ome each, as declared | e act approv 

anuary 18, 1837, entitled ‘An act supple- 
mentary to the act entitled “An act estab- 
lishing a mint and regulating the coins of 
the United States,”’’ to be a legal tender of 

ayment according to their nominal value 
or any sums whatever; therefore be it 

‘Resolved by the Senate (the House of 
Representatives —a. therein), That 
all bonds of the United States issued or 
authorized to be issued under the said acts 
of Congress hereinbefore recited are pay- 
able, principal and interest, at the option 
of the Government of the United States, In 
silver dollars of the coinage of the United 
States containing 412% grains each of stan- 
dard silver; and that to restore to its coinage 
such silver coins as a legal tender in pay- 
ment of said bonds, principal and interest, 
is not in violation of the public faith nor in 
saragn igen of the rights of the public cred- 
tor.” 

On the 25th of January, after many unsuc- 
cessful attempts at amendments, this pre- 
amble and resolution were adopted by the 
Senate precisely as they read above. The

bought of the little handful of men who 
control the world’s supply.

store, and also the father, Louis Thomas, 
who was behind the counter. 

A moment later the motorman, conductor 
and several bystanders were pushing the 
cruel car backward and Theodore, snatch- 
ing up his wounded brother, started with 
him to the store. The father met them, and 
| taking the idol of his home in his arms, 
| rushed up the stairway, and into the bed- 
room, where his wife was. 

The mother swooned as she caught sight 
of her mangled and bleeding child, but only 
for a moment, and revived to bend her ten- 
_derest energies to save his life. 

A few minutes later Dr. H. Shomber, of 
‘3131 Suuth Seventh street, was bending over 
' the little sufferer examining his injuries, but 
| Re saw that the child was dying, and that 
he could do nothing to alleviate his suf- 
fering. 
| Twenty minutes from the time the car 
| struck the child he was a corpse. 

' Capt. Young of the Second District Po- 

'liee Station had dispatched an officer to the 
scene, and after taking the names and ad- 
dresses of the motorman and conductor, 

| they were permitted to proceed south with 
the car.

Dr. Shomber’s examination of the child’s 
injuries showed that his skull had been hor- 
ribly crushed, his left arm and leg broken 
and the chest bone mashed in. 

Louis Thomas, father of the child, keeps 
a grocery store at the above number and 
his family lived over the store. Little 
George, who had just finished his lunch, 
‘came downstairs with his father and ran 
| out in the street to join his next door play- 
'mates who were playing across the street, 
| As stated the car had stopped to let a 

passenger off, and as the motorman turn- 
|ed on the power and the car started forth 
'the unfortunate child with his head turn- 

ed south ran across the tracks in the di- 

rection of his father’s store. 

The fenders on the Southwestern Com- 
‘pany’s cars have no more resemblance to 
an invention supposed to be specially made 
for life-saving than a catapult. The fender 
is nothing more than about a dozen heavy 
iron laths, straight as arrows and turned 
up at the end in a kind of roll that would 
make them strike an object bluntly instead 
of driving a hole through it. 

The fender is about six inches from the 
ground, and is so heavy and unbending 
that the only possible service it could do is 
to knock the life out of any breathing 
thing it strikes when the car is in motion. 

Motorman Matlock was greatly grieved 
over the awful mishap and said that t was 

impossible for him to check the car sooner, 

In fact, as the wheels responded to the 
first touch of power the child was right in 

front of the fender,. and it knocked him

down. 

Neither the conductor nor the motorman 
were arrested, but they, with several others, 
were instructed by the officers to attend the 
inquest, which will be held by the Coroner 


to-day.

DUESTROW VERY ILL.| 


The Double Murderer Has a High Fe- 
ver and Dr. Kearney Says 
That He May Die. 


Arthur Duestrow is a very sick man. He 
is confined to his cot in his cell, and if his | 
condition does not improve he will be re 
moved to the City Hospital for treatment. 

The disadvantages of being iH in jail are 
many. Duestrow experienced some of them 


yesterday. 

During the afternoon Dr, John Simon, the 
insanity expert, was called to the jail to 
see him. He was admitted to Duestrow's 
cell, where the prisoner was in . 
The physician found his patieht suffering 
from a high fever. His temperature regis- 
tered 1033-5 de His condition was 
serious. Dr. Simon said he must be trans- 
ferred to the City- Hospital. He left in a 
half hour, and returned with a lot of powd- 


ers. 
He told the guard he wanted to hand 
them in to Duestrow. He labeled them as 
medicine, and said it was imperative that 
the prisoner patient should have them. 
A rule of the jail is that no drugs shall 
be given prisoners except on the prescrip- 
tion of the regular city physician. Dr. 
Simon ts not the city’s physician. 
Dr. Kearney, a physician at the City 
Dispensary and representing Dr. Jordan, 
the chief physician; called at the jail at 
the request of Dr. Simon and found the 
conditions of Duestrow’s illness the same 
as represented by Simon. 
Dr. Kearney examined the powders and 
found that they were proper for the ail- 
ment, but the regulations of the jail even 
forbid him passing into a prisoner the 
drugs prescribed by an outside doctor. 
He therefore wrote the prescription over 
again, sent it to the city pharmacy and 
the new wders were deiivered to the 
patient behind the bars. 
The object of this was to prevent any nar- 
cotic or other similar a which the pow- 
ders may have cohtained, being given the 
prisoner. 
Dr. Kearney was seen by Will Wagner, the 
deputy jailer, and #tp~s asked what he 
thought of Duestro fliness. The physi- 
cian said that the prisoner was a very sic 
man and that if t h' were known he is 
likely to die. He has a high fever and 
has been unable to eat anything for a week. 
Wagner reported the condition of the con- 
demned murderer to Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Bishop, who will see te it that 
Duestrow is not removed from the jail un- 
less his condition warrants It.

revious to 1891 the City of St. Louis had 


a log named Jim Hardy who used to gather

Jim 
Hardy made money at that, and owns 
houses in Cabanne place now, also a large 
livery stable with all the’ necessary &c¢- 
cessories.

But so long as capital, in its attempt to

Scores of men who have attempted to walk 
out have Been clubbed by the beer garden 
police, taken ten miles out in the county to 
the little village of Florissant, locked in a 
calaboose over night and been compelled to 
pay a fine and costs, amounting from $20 
to $30, the following morning. 

Many others have been treated tn the 
game brutal way without apparent provo- 
cation. Several days ago the Post-Dispatch 
gave 17 separate cases in which respectable 
citizens had been siugged by Hanson and.

Miss Fields 
is quite a gifted ameteur actress having 
inherited all of her father abliity in this 
line, and has taken great pride and pleas- 
ure in appearing in ameteur roles since she 
was a child.

inches in height, with remarkably expres- 
sive grey eyes, and beautiful chestnut 
brown hair which she wears combed off her 
forehead prefectly plain, without a curl or 
crimp to relieve the severity which how- 
ever is not unbecoming to her.

HISTORY OF THE - 
ASSOCIATED C. C'S. 


REMARKABLE SUCCESS OF THE 
CYCLING ORGANIZATION—HAS 
FAILED IN NOTHING. 


ao 


The Associated Cycling Clubs, under 
whose mahagement the Diamond Tourna- 
ment will be given, is looked upom as the 
leading organization of this branch of sport 
in St. Louis, It has done more to create 
an interest in cycle racing than any other 
body has accomplished in years. The 
League of American Wheelmen looks after 
the fights of cyclists and the improvement 
of the roads and streets, and the Asso- 


ciated Cycling Clubs take charge of the 
races and amusement features. 

The association was organized in March, 
1884. It was created more to bring about 
a friendly feeling among the members of 
the various clubs than for any other pur- 
pose, though it was to an extent foreseen 
that it could easily become a power for 
good in promoting great enterprises under 
the joint management. 

At the time wheelmen were giving more 
attention to politics in the L. A. W. than to 
the promotion of meets and tours and were 
at eee pth points with each other, so it was 
decided that some method should be adopted 
to allay the feeling. The associating of 
the clubs together and making their inter- 
ests one was suggested and immediately 
adopted. A meeting was called and six 
clubs were represented and ‘the delegates 
resolved themselves into the A. C. C. 

The originai clubs were the St. Louis Cy- 
cling Club, the South Sides, the Pastimes, 
the Y. M. C. A., the Carondelets and the 
Wanderers. All of these clubs, with the ex- 
ception of the Cycling Club and the South 
Sides, have gone out of existence. These 
two clubs are still in the association and 
the others are the Kenneths, the Centuries 
and the Mercurys. 

The first move made was to et 
the Board of Officers of the Missouri Di- 
vision to relinquish the management of all 
local tours to the new organization so that 
it might have a fleld of work. The first 
fixture placed in its hands was the spring 
county tour of 189%. Hundreds of cyclists 
rode to Clayton under the new management 
and enjoyed the games and other features 
prepared for them. At this tour the circuit 
meet of '34,-which lifted the association into 
preminence at a bound, was planned and the 
co-operation of the rank and file obtained. 

In the fall of ’94 the second tour was given 
with the destination at Schoenlau’s Grove. 
There were about 380 men in line. 

The National Circuit meet of '% was up 
to that time the most successful race meet 
ever held in this city, and has only been 
surpassed by the subsequent efforts of that 
same body. The association brought the 
crack ridérs to St. Lou's for the first time 
in many .years. Sanger, Johnson, ‘Doc’ 
Brown and Charlie Murphy were the bright 
stars. The association cleared about $600 on 
the meet. 

In February, 1895, the Associated Cycling 
Clubs held the first cycle show ever given 
west of the Mississippi River. It was 
planned on a small scale, but before the 
doore were thrown open it assumed mam- 
moth proportions, and the hall could not 
hold the crowd. It was given in Uhrig’s 
Cave Hall, and was a novel and pretty 
sicht. Every stand was gayly decorated, 


and full lines of all wheels were shown.

Stags Claim That the Cross Country’s 
Backed Out. 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 13, 1896. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
In regard to the recent controversy be- 
tween the Cross Country, Rover and Stag 
Cycle Clubs, as to the proposed triangular 


road race between the above clubs, we 
wish to put ourselves in the proper light 
before the public, and therefore give the 
following facts. 

At a meeting of our club, July 28, our 
secretary Was instructed to issue the fol- 
lowing challenge, which was mailed to the 
Cross Country C, C. 

To the Cross Country Cycle Club: 

We, the Stag Club, do hereby challenge 
the Cross Country cyclers to a triangular 
road race between the Country, Rover and 
Stag Cycle Clubs, for a distance of not less 
than twenty (20) miles, each club to be rep- 
resented by ten (10) men. The time and 
place to be arranged by the committees 
of the respective clubs. 

July 29, 1896. STAG CYCLE CLUB. 

In consideration of the above challenge we 
were greatly surprised to receive the fol- 
lowing communication, which they also 
sent to the press: 

ST. LOUIS, Aug. 4, 1896.—In consideration 
of the fact that there has been an excessive 
amount of talk in regard to this race ques- 
tion, and we have not received any reply 
to our communication, this committee is 
instructed by its club to make this last 
advance, which will remain in vogue for 
seven days. If we do not hear from you 
in the limit named, we refuse to give the 
matter further consideration. 

We are not averse to racing, but prefer 
to race with our wheels rather than 
through the newspapers.

STEEL BEATS THE OLD STYLE. 


The Holland Building Will Stand a 
Wind Pressure of Thirty Pounds 
: Per Square Foot. 
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6t. Louls is to be congratulated on 4 
number of its buildings in course of erec- 
tion. Notable among them is the Holland 
Building, vn the south side of Seventh street 


near Olive. 

It may not be generally known that meth- 
ods now used in constructing the larger 
buildings are entirely different from those 
employed in previous years. The steel 
construction of bridges and towers is much 
more desirable than the old method of 
heavy Walls and !mmense pilfars. 
old -plan the great maSses of masonry make 
a daneerous-jike interior—poorly adapted 

either for store rooms or offices. The walls 
are so thick that even if the windows are ce 
ample s.ze the light cannot penetrate. 

In the new method the entire structure is 
supparted on the foundations bj steel col- 
umns, bearns and trusses bolted Logether, 

’ The brick or outer walls in ‘this case 
are but a covering for. the steel. This 
enables a larger window opening, and one 
. which allows the light to stream in unhamp- 
ered. It makes lighter storerooms, mgre 
commodious offices, and allows a wider 
range of architectural design. St. Louis is 
commencing to build in this style. Per- 
haps the most perfect example of steel con- 
struction will be the Holland building, 
whose projectors have the money and dis- 
osition to make it the modern office build- 
ng of St. Louis. 

The building is.calculated to resist any 
wind pressure of 30 pounds per square foot. 
The bracing for that purpose is made much 
stronger and more complete than that of 
other steel structures at present in St. 
Louis. It is a.great advantage to a city 
to have its larger office buildings erected 
with all actual modern improvements, so 
that it leads rather than follows other cit- 
ies.

AGAIN WE COME TO THE FASHIOW 
OF INTELLECTUAL HIGH 
FOREHEADS. 


If the women of to-day were as readily 
disposed to self-torture as their feminine 
ancestors, they might at present be engaged 
in applying the pincefs to their front hair 
with the same stolid barbarity that these 
earlier women manifested. There was a 
time when a high forehead was considered 
an extreme mark of beauty; and not only 
this, but the higher the forehead the greaier 
the indication of beauty. In those days 
maidens whose foreheads did not correspond 
to this idea! laboriously pulled out tne 
offending hairs until the outlines of their 
faces corresponded to their rigid ideals. 

In the interval there has been a period 
when the all-conceaiing fringe left every 
defect of this portion of the tace a matter 
of conjecture. That happy time is passed, 
and the stylish colffure of to-day leaves 
the brow uncovered. As always, every wo- 
man is hurrying to follow the latest de- 
parture in hair dressing, regardiess of its 
suitability to her own style of face and head. 
The result is that certain defects, 
mercifully concealed, are now ruthlessly 
revealed. Women with several inches too 
much of forehead brush their hair back 
with the same inexplicable unconsciousness 
of the effect produced, as is shown by wo- 
men of the opposite type, who reveal un- 
pleasantly low foreheads with no attempt 
at concealment. Pincers are out of fashion, 
and as frizzes are also, many women seem 
content to expose certain unlovely defects 
which the public has for a time been spared. 

There are women i!ke the type pictured in 
the illustration, whose height of forehead 
makes the present fashion in hairdressing 
@ practical impossibility. Of this type, it is 
well known, are the foreheads of the 
Princess of Wales and her daughters, who 
have, with a commendable sense of fitness, 
preserved in and out of fashion an un- 
swerving devotion to a heavy fringe.

FROM SUNRISE UNTIL SUNSET 
LEOPARD-SPOTTED YOUTHS 
UNDERGO A CRUCIAL TEST. 


The Abakweta dance, the wild war dance 
of the Umtata youths, is the most famous 
Savage ceremonial in South Africa, and a 
rite seldom witnessed by European eyes, 
much less photographed. 


The strange, leopard-like figures in the| 


pictures here reproduced are probably the 
only Abakweta dancers ever photographed. 
A correspondent of the London paper St. 
Paul’s snapped the kodak on them in one 
of their villages. 

This barbaric dance has a ctrious place 
in the tribal customs. In Umtata, which is 
the native State in the east of Cope Colony 
in South Africa, every able-bodied youth is 
taken from his parents just before arriving 
at the age of manhood and maintained at 
public expense for one year. 

During this transition. period the young 
men are known as Abakwetas. By the 
chiefs and most skillful warriors they are 
trained in the use of arms and fm the prac- 
tices of war. All this time they are not suf- 
fered to visit their families, nor may their 
mothers even look upon them. 

While in the Abakweta stage they are 
required to dance in public once every two 
weeks, and upon the manner in which they 
acquit themselves much depends. 

The dances last the entire day, from sun- 
r.se to sunset, so that it Is a terrific test of 
endurance and spirit. But the duration of 
the dance is in itself less exacting than 
the costume which tradition prescribes must 
be worn. 
preparation for the ceremony the 
Abakwetas first strip themselves naked 
and Smear their bodies over with white clay, 
rubbing it on in spots, so as to give the 
effect of a leopard’s skin. This is thought 
to be very terrible and likely to inspire 
the enemy with fear. 

Next long bands of straw thatch are 
Wrapped ‘round them like ballet. skirts. 
There will be usually thirty or forty feet 
of this and it will weigh fifty or sixty 
pounds, iut the weight is not the most 
trying discomfort. The straws are sharp 
and are put next to the hare skin. so that 
at the end of the dance it is a matter of 
course that the loins and waists of the 
cers are raw and bleeding.

A DOLL IN PLACE OF TWINS. 

Dr. Findlater says further that in many 
sections of Africa twins are regarded with 
unspeakable terror. There is a tradition 
among the savages that if both children 
are allowed to live they must be either 
mentally or physically unsound, as they 
would have but one spirit between them. 

Accordingly, whenever twins are born, 
the younger is always killed by the parents. 
As though in ‘some measure to show she 
did not wish to be cruel to the murdered 
offspring, the mother takes with her a doll 
and bestowg upon it a care equal to that 
of the first-born chilid. 

“Among the Wanyamwezi,” says Dr. 
Findlater, “it is customary for the parents 
to kill one of the twins and then to wrap 
a gourd or calabash in skins, to place it to 
sleep in the same bed with the surviving 
child, and even to put food at its lips.” 

These dolls of the savages are for the 
most part cut out of plain wood, though in 
a few cases an elephant’s tusk is utilized 
for the same purpose. 

Expensive dolls are for the most part 
made in England, while the cheaper vari- 
ties Are usually made in France, the Nether- 
lands and along the river Rhine. It is a 
enrious fact that the eyes of>Queen Vic- 
toria, which are blue, years ago set the 
fashion for English dolls. 


PIPES, COSTLY AND ODD. 


Prince Bismarck Has One He Thinks 
Possesses Supernatural Powers. 


One of the two greatest pipe collectors 
who ever lived was the Marquis de Watre- 
ville, whose smoking room in Paris had 
the walls adorned with costly pipes, some 
of them worth as much as $2,000, and all ar- 
ranged with great beauty of design. The 
other was the well-known Capt. Bragge, 
of London, whose collection was valued at 
£100,000. 

Capt. Bragge had agents in all parts 
of the world, and his collection was deemed 
worthy of a special exhibition at the Crys- 
tal Palace, which was held in 1889. 

Prince Bismarck is a great pipe collector, 
and the gem of his collection has a curious 
history. Many-years ago, as Bismarck was 
strolling in the suburbs of Friedrichsruhe 
with his two hounds, he was accosted by a 
Bohemian peddler and asked to buy a plain 
meerschaum pipe of the type that Birmarck 
most affected. 

At first he declined, but the peddler 
claimed for the pipe a power of forecast, 
and told him he would serve three Emper- 
ors as Minister, and that three important 
changes In life would be foretold by acci- 
dents befalling the pipe. 

Laughing, Bismarck bought the pipe. He 
has since served three Emperors. Two days 
tefore the histeric moment when he was 
refused gn audience, the stem of the pipe 
separated and fell to pleces.

evening a customs official took it into his 
head to examine one of the birds. The re- 
sult was that tied under the wings of each’ 
turkey were found twe half-pound 
ages of tobacco. 

A donkey which used to pass to and from 
Gibraltar daily under the care of an inno- 
cent-looking rustic was one of the earlier 
four-legged smugglers. It was.found that 
the animal had been completely covered 
with the skin of another donkey, which 
was so well cut and beautifully padded 
with forbidden tobacco that it fitted per- 
ectly. 

There was a drawback in the use of the 
animals just mentioned, inasmuch as it was 
necessary that a man should be in charge 
of them. The use of dogs obviates this 
difficulty. One man had a dog which, like 
the donkey, -had a double skin, with a 
quantity of tobacco in it. He had been 


get through the lines from Gibraltar, after 
which he went straight to his master’s 
home to be unloaded and sent after another 
consignment. To put a stop to this kind of 
smuggling the Spanish Tobacco Co. had a 
high fence of wire netting built across the 
isthmus from sea to sea. 

But smuggling by dogs has by no means 
been stopped. Since the building of that 
fence it has been carried on by means of a 
number of hulks anchored in the bay op- 
posite the English territory. On these hulks 
a number of men are occupied all day long 
in making up tobacco in small packages 
tied in a waterproof paper.

A PETRIFIED 
HUMAN BODY. 


IT WAS THAT OF A YOUNG WO- 
MAN AND IT WAS SMOOTH 
AS MARBLE. 


For years past farmers and ranchmen 
plowing in the earth an sandy strata of 
Walla Walla County, Washington, have at 
times uncovered fossil proboscidians of con- 
siderable size, and occasionally bones, sup- 
posed to be of animals, in a rare state of 
preservation. Of all the finds in this line, 


owever, that made some days ago by a 
faickoness named Richard Browner is the 
most interesting in the history of this some- 
what remarkable county. 

While clearing up a small plece of land 
the plow share struck what prowner 
thought to be a stone, and remained - 
bedded. In digging out the obstruction he 
uncovered a human leg in the damp earth. 
Striking the foot with his spade, it gave 
forth a metallic sound. He stooped and 
touched it, and found that it had the cold, 
hard feeling of stone. 

Hastily throwing the earth away from 
the spot, he soon had exposed to the light 
the petrified body of a young girl. It was 
at once removed to his cabin, where it was 
washed and thoroughly dried, when it be- 
came as white as marble. It was then 
sent Me ’ the local physicians to Tacoma, 
where it now is, in the house of Dr. James 
Mussler, who is a scientidt, as well as a 
Physician, Many of his colleagues have ex- 
amined it, and all declare that it is the 
most wonderful instance of petrification on 
record. Not a particle of the body is miss- 
ing. The limbs are complete and even the 
fingers and toes are in a perfect state. 

The appearance of the land and the posi- 
tion in which the petrified girl was found 
have led to the belief that the body was 
never buried, but fell into a trench, where in 
all probability it was covered from view by 
the continual drifting of earth, dried leaves 
and the many decayed substances that ac- 
cumulated in a ditch during the course of 
decades. The learned men who are now 
investigating the strange case claim that 
the body must have lain there at least 
twenty-five years, and more probably fifty, 
- eta been transformed into its present 
state. 

Or. Mussler said of the find: ‘The two 
most remarkable features of the body are 
the color and the fact that it is perfect in 
every respect. In fact, it is in the same 


condition of perfection that it was when life 


first became extinct. There is not a flaw 
or sear visible to mar the symmetry of the 


—— 


produced. 

The accompanying picture was made from 
a drawing sent to the Kansas City Journal 
by Capt. George Bier of the United States 
Nawy. The animal was caught off the coast 


of Florida, at Malanzas inlet, in seventy- 
two feet of water, 

It was caught on a hook and line, and 
when dragged aboard the boat was full 
of fight. In order to preserve the strange 
moneter it was found necessary to kill it, 
for it was eo vicious that it could not be 
handled. , 

This remarkable relic of the antediluvian 
monsters seemed to be part bird, part fish 
and animal. Capt. Bier described it 
as follows: b 

"Tt has no scales, although it can swim. 
A portion of its body is covered with hair, 
and when it wants to fiy it inflates two 
windbags behind its wings.

It stands upright on its feet, which 
are shaped like hoofs. Its face and body are 
more human-like than anything else, and 
its mouth is like that of a raccoon, gar- 
nished with two rows of teeth.

“The coloring, strange as it may seem, 
appears to change with the weather. On 
dark, rainy days, the figure remains as pal- 
lid as an ordinary piece of marble, but on 
bright days, when it is exposed to the sun, 
it gradually changer into a delicate alabas- 
ter whiteness. his phenomenon is unac- 
countable, but Is probably due to the min- 
erals in the ground that served to petrify 
the body. 

“TI think it is the first case on record 
where a perfect human body has been 
found. It is not unusual for excavators 
in this State to occasionally unearth 
bones and fragments of bodies in a state 
of petrification, but they have been noth- 
ing like this find. The body was entire- 
ly nude when discovered, which leads to 
the belief that the powerful substances 
in the ground (strong enough to petrify 
the body) slowly ate away the clothing 
during the long years it lay there.’’ 

When the body was found there was a 
tiny gold chain clinging around the neck, 
with a little star attached, on which were 
the Itnitials, “E. D. B.”’ These initials 
gave the first clue to the identity of the 
girl. The matter was carefully investi- 
gated, and old settlers around the place 
are confident that the remains are those 
of Elenoro Basco, ates J recall the parents 
of the girl, who settled in the country 
some fifty years ago. In fact, her father, 
an old Spaniard, was one of the very 
first men to really settle in that immediate 
part of the State. 

Blenora was a child at the time. As 
yeass went by, she developed into beau- 
tiful womanhood and was the belle of the 
then thriving little town. During a raid 
in which the town was almost wiped out 
she dis eared. Search was made for her in 
vain,and it was concluded that she had been 
murdered or carried off by the Indians. Her 
mother’s mutilated body was afterward 
found some miles from the scene of the 
encounter, and the shock, together with the 
loss of his daughter, prostrated the father, 
who shortly afterward died. 

Elenora at the time of her disappearance 
was about 20 years told. The few old set- 
tlers who are still living, who knew her and 
have viewed the body, claim that it is un- 
doubtedly her, 

Prof. J. Burdett, a geologist, is also study- 
ing the case. He does not entirely agree 
with the theory advanced by some of the 
physicians, that the body must have fallen 
into a trench at the time life became extinct, 
and became ineased in gypsum washings.

together. Opposed to this theory, however, 
is the wresence of hair on the head. The 
champions of this theory are also at a loss 
to explain the changing of the color of the 
body, or its remarkable smoothness. The 
body is as hard as stone and even heavier. 
It is so firm that !t is impossible to break 
off even the smallest particle.

Were the body mounted on a pedestal, 
it might easily be taken for a carving. The 
face har a peaceful expression and the’ 
limbs le straight, with one foot upon the 
other.

Another curious question in connection 
with the case is that regarding ownership. 
If it is really the remains of Elenora Bas- 
co, there are relatives living who will claim 
it and who by all the laws of right and 
nature seem entitled to give it decent burial. 

On the other hand, the ranchman who 
found it, now that the newness has worn 
off, claims that it is problematical who the 
girl really was, and wishes he had never 
surrendered it to the scientists. He has 
made a demand for its return. 

These gentlemen view the matter with- 
out sentiment. They see in the find just 
so much material for thought and study, 
and besides it has a considerable money 
vaiue. There is hardly a museum or medi- 
cal institution in the country that would 
not gladly secure it and at'a large sum if 
necessary. ' ' 

It is probable that the matter will have 
to be adjusted by the courts. An appeal 
to law will undoubtedly result in a verdicf 
for the finder, as it is almost an impossi- 
bility for any one to prove, or to even 
swear positively, that the remains are those 
of the girl Elenora.

breaker modern science has bestowed oneit. 
It carries a glowing phosphorescent bulb,at 
the end of an appendage to the jaw, and it 
is a good imitation of an electric light. It 
carries it like a locomotive headlight, or, 
more apprepriately, like a signal light at 
the masthead ofaship. But the light is not 
a signal light to warn away fellow navi- 
gators, but rather a searchlight to enable 
the wearer of it to find its prey. 

Another deep sea monster is the Egae- 
michthys. It carries a bulb of light under 
its jaw, and besides the full length of its 
spine is illuminated with a cluster of phos- 
phorescent filaments. 

Until of late years little was known of the 
monsters which swim in the deepest sea 
waters. 

Occasionally one would die and by the 
expansion of gases in its body would rise 
to the surface. These, sighted by passing 
ships, gave rise to all kinds of stories of 
monster sea serpents, but the chances were 
rare that any of these stray deep sea fish 
would be seen by scientists. 

Fifty years ago it was held by scientists 
that fish could not possibly exist below a 
thousand foot level because of the tremen- 
dous hydrostatic pressure. They could not 
if they were made like surface fish. But 
they are constructed for deep water swim- 
ming, and they cannot live near the sur?’

Of late years great scientific interest has 
been manifested in deep sea fish, and 
the Government has ships wnder the direc- 
tion of the Fish Commissioner enpecially 
fitted with apparatus for capturing them. 
All specimens are placed in the.®mithsonian 
Institute at Washington, whose collection 
is the most complete in the world. 

None of the general visitors to the insti- 
tution are a‘lowed to visit this sanctuary 
of science; only those persons who are in- 
terested in this valuable work are permit- 
ted to enter there. So wonderful are many 
of the forms of these queer fish, so ingenious 
seems the manner of their construction, and 
so different are they from our idea of what 
fish should look like, that it seems as if they 
might have been transported to our oceans‘ 
from another planet. The headless mon- 
sters of early history are surpassed. The 
elaborate dragons of childhood are ex- 
celled in hideousness. More than anything 
else will this collection lead the casual ob- 
server to believe in a realm of surpassing 
wonder, as yet only partially discovered,

He 
was hanged amid great applause at Ty- 
burn, and the Earl of Warwick, with whom 
he had planned to escape, was beheaded at 
Tower Hill. Thus, in 1499, perished the last 
of the Plantagenets of the male kind. 

Henry hated war, not because of its 
cruelty and horrors, but because it was 
expensive. He was one of the most” par- 
simonious of kings, and oft averted war 
in order to prevent the wear and tear on 
the cannon. He managed to acquire two 
million pounds sterling from the reluctant 
taxpayer, yet no monarch ever received 
such a universal consent when he desired 
to pass away. If any regret was delt any- 
where, it was so deftly concealed that his 
death, to all appearance, gave general 
and complete satisfaction.

Base ball is a tame 
Sport compared to the red man’s game,

Indian ball is a combination of base ball, 
@hinny, polo, sprinting and slugging. It 
fakes at least twelve players to put up a 
ame and the number may be almost in- 
efiniteiv increased. There have been games 
in which there were more than 400 players 
on each side. 

The more players there are, the more ex- 
citing is the sport and the flercer fhe strug- 
gle. The Indians play to win and they do 
not hesitate at resorting to any devices to 
@id them. Broken bones and bruiged flesh 
are a part of the play, and no player quits 
because of a hurt unless he is absolutely 
placed hors du combat. 
In former times tribe 
ainst tribe. Sometimes all of the avail- 
able warriors took part in the game, and 
3t then became more of a battle than a 
game. When the contest was over the fleld 
would be strewn with dead and dying, 
and during its progress the players became 
@emons inient on crippling and slaying their 
antagonists. 

As a ‘result of these old contests the 
Government authorities interfered and 
stopped the games. Under fear of incurring 
the displeasure of the Great Father the 
Fedskins were obliged to forego the pleas- 
@res of indiscriminate fighting under the 

retext of a game of ball. This is not 
he only matter in which Uncle Sam has 
been compelled to interfere in the conduct 
of the wards of the nation to protect them 

ainst themselves. 
he first game of Indian ball that has been 
aves in years took place last Fourth of 
uly at Sulphur Springs, Il. T, Members of 
the Choctaw and Chickasaw tribes engaged 
in the game, there being sixty players on 
a side. It was the first game these tribes 
have played since its participants were pap- 
pooses, and it was perhaps the last game 


frequently played 


.-» that will be allowed. 


The participants secured a permit by 
promises of reform in the methods of 
play. These promises were not kept and 
during the excitement of the play awful 
scenes of brutality were witnessed. The 
excited men kicked and pounded each other, 
and while no one was killed a number were 
60 badly injured they had to be removed 
from the field and some are wearing ban- 
dages yet. 

The game of lacrosse is an Indian ball 
game which has been modified somewhat 
fo suit the ideas of civilization, Indian 
ball has a resemblance to football or hockey, 
in that the aim is to force a ball through a 
goal guarded by the opponents. 

These goals are from 200 to 400 feet apart, 
@epending on the large number of players 
engaged. The larger the number of players 
the greater is the distance. The ball is 
a@bout the size of a base ball, and is made of 
huckskin, stuffed with deer hair. It is never 
fouched with the hands. . 

Each Indian is supplied with two rac- 

vets, and between the netted heads of 
them the ball is carried. If a player se- 
cures the ball between the nets of his 
Tracque he tries to carry it to the goal, 
to me it there or to throw it to a friend, 
who will, perhaps, be able to advance its 
position. 

Each time the ball is carried through the 
goal the side that accomplishes the feat 
gcores a point. Sometimes as many as 
300 points were required to determine the 
winner, and in that game the play would 
sometimes last eight or ten hours. Dif- 
ferent tribes had different regulations re- 
garding the number of points to make a 

me, and they varied in other details, 

ut in the main points they played the 
game alike. 

On the morning of the Fourth each Indian 
gubmitted to a final rubbing-down. The 

‘rubbing”’ was done with a sort of steel 
sfomb, which tore the flesh until the blood 
flowed freely. Despite the agonizing tor- 
tures the braves made not a sign of pain 
and calmly submitted to the combing until 
the flesh was covered with scratches. 

The game began a little before noon. The 
warriors, all of them painted as hideously 
@s though about to go on the warpath, and 
wearing no clothing except short leggings 
or a breach-clout, were lined up on the 

und selected for the game, the ball was 
sed in the alr and the game begun. 

It wae fiercely fought from the start. For- 
y Indians dashed for the ball, and soon 

ey raised such a cloud of dust that ball 
and players were obscured from the sight 
of the spectators. 

While the mass of players were climbing 
over each other and wane their racquets as 
weapons offense and defense a lithe 
Chickasaw secured the ball, and before that 
fact was known, he was wel) on his way to 
the goal of the Choctaws. Before he could 
be stopped he had scored 4 point. 

Then the fighting Indians were induced to 
cease battering each other, and resumed 
their positions for the game. That is, all of 
them did but three. One Choctaw and two 
Chickasaws were too badly injured to longer 
play, and they retired. Little attention was 

id to them, ¢he interest of players and 
spectators being centered on the game and 
mot on crippled aoe saying 

All sorts of tackling was indulged in. In- 
Gians were tripped, the stout hickory 
racquets were used to throw players by be- 
ing thrust between their feet as they ran, 
and when one player fell those behind him 
Fan right over him. 

Fights were in progress all over the field. 
Bometimes but two were engaged, but oft- 

er ten or a dozen were mingled together 

an apparently inextricable mass. 

The scene. was intensely interesting. In- 
@idents occurred with. such starting ra- 
pidity that a spectator could not see them 
all. A three-ring circus was nothing com- 

red to the scene of the game when the 

was active. The Indians, almost nude, 
painted with stripes and polka dots 
fin various colors, were assaulting each other 
end raising clouds of dust all over the field, 

Sometimes there was a general stampede 

which half a hundred Indians went across 
e field in a compact mass, and any un- 
°o 


rtunate who fell in front was trampled 
Without hesitation of mercy. 

The game lasted four hours and resulted 
a victory for the Choctaws, the score 
Ry to 8 It was witnessed by thousands 

of whites, Indians and half-breeds, and was 
success, in fact, that no other game like 
it will ever again be permitted.

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FAMOUS AR. UL 
BLACK LIST. 


A RAILROAD MAN WHO CIRCLED 
THE GLOBE IN SEARCH OF 
WORK TELLS OF IT. 


It was nearly time for the “‘change off,”’ 
and around the little yard master’s office of 
the Missouri Pacific at Twenty-second 
street were quite a little crowd of veteran 
switchmen. Among them were two old 
railroaders, former employes of the Mis- 
souri Pacific, who had been “let out’’ dur- 
ing the troublous times of '94, and, to use 
their own expression, they had been “on 
the hog train’’ ever since. 

One of them was telling their experience 
in trying to find work. He was an edu- 


cated man; he has been a telegraph opera- 
tor, and has also done some clever news- 
paper work. Incidentally he spoke of the 
power of the railroad companies over the 
destinies of the men in their service, and 
of the far-reaching scope of that bane of 
the railroader’s life that sprang into such 
vigorous action at that memorable July 
meeting of the General Managers’ Associ- 
ation—the famous A. R. U. blacklist. The 
active life of this black list only lasted a 
little over a year, but in tMat time it is said 
to have put 16,000 railroad men, many of 
them veterans, nearly all with records of 
years of fa'thful and efficient se: vice, en- 
tirely beyond the possibility of getting work: 
at the vocation to which they had given 
the best years of their life. Its vigorous 
lines are now greatly relaxed, and with few 
exceptions, the men whose nameés helped 
to swell that monster list of ‘ineligibles”’ 
may, if they can find a job, again work at 
their chosen occupation. 

Referring to this the speaker said: 

“It has not passed inte a state of ‘innocu- 
ous desuetude.’ Far f it. Its stern 
power still holds the ‘agitator’ in check, 
for, at the least hint of trouble, it will be 
again in active force, and for a second of- 
fense, there will be no atonement; the un- 
lucky ones will have to seek other em- 
ployment. 

“But few people to-day know how this 
blacklist was es up. They have heard 
of it incidentally when they have listened to 
some railroader who may have for the mo- 
ment arrested their attention by a “hard- 
luck story.”’ Here is the truth of the mat- 


fon the 10th of July the General Man- 
agers’ Association met and issued their last 
ultimatum to the men. They gave the em- 
ployes, those who were not identified with 
any acts of violence or sedition, one last 
chance to go to work, but to do so ey must 
report for duty before noon of the following 
ry Each member of the association was 
to have prepared, by his trainmaster, a list 
of the men who had gone out on the strike 
who did not report by this time, and .aese 
were to be compiled, printed and distributed 
among the roads who held membership. 
“A printing firm in Chicago moved 4 font 
of type into a room adjoining the quarters 
of the association, and here, always under 
the closest surveillance, the work of getting 
up the book was commenced. Every el- 
fort was made to prevent any knowledge 
of any part of this work coming to the 
public. t 
“The first clause in the announcemen 
receding the names of the strikers mount 
ay every member of the organization pu 
lishing\it Mable to prosecution for con- 
spiracy. 
aT he result of the printer’s work was A 
little blue paper-covered book of about — 
pages, which contained the names of li, 
railroad men whom the general managers 
decided must be crowded out of railroad ser- 
vice. The book was intended or for dis- 
tribution among the twenty-six ra wenee OF 
that time members of the associat n, but 
at the meeting held on the 2d of August 
it was decid to send a copy to every 
general manager or general superintendent 
in the country. The railroad officials ali 
over the country have denied the existence 
of this book, but, before the Ist of Septem- 
ber, 184%, it was a well-guagded reoord tn 
every general office, and every application 
made for employment was checked by this 
regurd, and if the applicant's name was 
found he had to get a clearance from the 
company who h put his name there— 
ontil within the past year an impossibility— 
or look for work ou some other line 
“Here ig the story of what this little 
blue book 4d@id for us two men, one of 
whom has a letter that vouches for eighteen 
vears’ efficient, faithful and honest ser- 
vice. 
“About the 15th of July the men com- 
menced to weaken, and I with a lot of 
others applied to our res ective roads for 
re-employment. The yardmaster to whom 
I went said I had been ‘blacklisted,’ and 
advised my trying the general office to 
get a clearance for the trouble. I tried his 
plan, but it was without success, and; as I 
supposed the blacklisting was only on the 
road I had been working for, I tried sev- 
eral of the other companies in Chicago 
before I discovered that I was being froze 
out. I knew the Bast had been but little 
affected by the strike, and failing to find 
anything to do in this city I started with 
my old switching partner to try and find 
work. 
“We didn’t try for a job until we got 
to the New England States, where they 
never had had a railroad sirike, but it was 
no use: in one form or another we* were 
told: ‘You were mixed up with the strike 
in Chicago and we cannot employ you.’ In 
many places we got this information after 
we had commenced work, but generally 
they looked up our record before we were 


put.on the working List. 
“We tried every one f* the Atlantic Coast ; 


States, but it was the same everywhere and | 


we finally gave it up and started for Mexico 
over as direct a route as it was possible to 
choose, for at that time we had but little 
trouble in riding. 

*““Mexico is another country, but -her-rail- 
roads are controlled and managed by Ameri- 
cans, and every day in her cities we met 
fellow railroaders there, on the same errand, 
who had been turned down by virtue of the 
little blue books. We tried it, but got the 
Same answer-as had all the others: ‘You 
must have a clearance for June and July.’ 

“Tt was useless, at that time, to come back 
to the States, so we’ went down to Tampico 
and got out to the Central 
States. The railroads there hire all their 
help in the United States by contract and 
fo was no place for any employment 
there. 

“We worked our passage along the coast 
on trading vessels and finally reached Rio 
Janeiro, Brazil. It was the same there that 
it had been in Costa Rica, Guatemala and 
Honduras—no work except by contract and 
every branch full. 

‘“‘Long before this we were out of money 
and now we were in rags. We couldn’t find 
work in Brazil, so we hustled the wharves 
until we found an English steamer that 
wanted coal passers, and we shipped to Liv- 
erpool on her. Twenty-eight days of hard 
work followed, but we landed in Liverpool

By putting the 
present biography into the form of fiction, 
making it appear to be a narrative written 
by a faithful servitor, the author has been 
able to show, better than could have been 
done in any other way, the personal charm 
and sweet, maideniy character of the fam- 
ous heroine. The record of her fighting and 
of her conquests has been told many times | 
before, but never has such a clear insight : 


been given into her home life or into her 
personal character and disposition. The

“Vou say you want to know—what do 
you want to know, sir? What must I tell 
you? What? Everything? Well, I must 
tell you from the beginning.”’ 

“Do you think me mad? No? TI thonght 
I saw it in your face. No, sir, I am not 
mad yet. What I am telling you is the 
truth. It is all true. The dead do return.” 

“Episcopo and Company” is a morbid 
creation. It is Lombroso done into fiction. 
It fs a study of a degenerate—in fact, of 
several. It is as pessimistic, as realistic, 
as dismal and as alluring as the creations 
of Zola, of Tolstoi or of Hardy—that trin- 
ity of clever croakers. (Chicago: Herbert
